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One of Newmarket's greatest worrits is a supply of water in 
the future, for its expanding population. Test drilling for new 
sources has been going on for the past two or three years in a 
search for new sources of supply. 

In the meantime, a new well has been drilled on Sngley St., 
a few yards from an old well. At present it is being developed 
by the International Water Supply Co. and 175 gallons a minute 
are being pumped out. Above, L. E. Oliver, driller, shows a sample 
of water to Martin Abbot, field supervisor, both employees of the 
International V/ater Supply 'Go. 

At present, sand is being pumped out of the underground 
stream and is being replaced with a grade of round, smooth gravel, 
imported from Cape May, New Jersey. The purpose of the gravel 
is to slow down the velocity of the supply stream so that it will 
not carry sand in suspension. The well must be developed in this 
way for a period of time before it becomes a producer for the 
municipal v/ater supply

Peter Rowen, in 1856, adver- 
tised "Wagon, carriage and sleigh 
shop, and painting done for cus- 
ters on short notice." From the 
beginning of Sharon the Row-en 
family had been prominent Mrs. 
Julia (Oxtoby) Brown of Orilua 
has contributed the following 
sketch of the family: "Peter 
Richard Rowen was born in Am- 
sterdam, Holland, in 1790. in 
military service for some lime, 
bis health failed, so he decided a 
change was necessary, without 
permission he took his father's 
boat and sailed away to Am- 
erica.

Time with Scots 

We arrived here yesterday 
morning, flying from Glasgow, 
where we spent an interesting 
five days.

Early in our Scottish 
trip we drove to- Perth for the 
Perth Aberdeen Angus Sales. 
Nearly 700 shorthorn bulls were 
sold during the day, and It was 
with some measure of pride that 
we watched the second highest 
priced bull sold to Col. W. E. 
Phi)Iips. of Oriole, Ont, the 
well-known Toronto industrial- 
ist. Ife paid C.100 guineas, 
something over $18,000 for a calf 
bred by J. E. Kerr, of Harris- 



Ont., in Cumberland. He was 
visiting stock farms in the U.K. 
with an eye to bringing some of 
the best back to Canada. 

The high cost of living in the 
British Isles haunts one like an 
unfriendly spectre wherever you 
go. At the Aberdeen sales I 
turned and asked a policeman if 
it was safe to smoke. He dourly 
answered: "Smoke on— if ye can 
afford it!" 

And his point was well-taken 
for smoking is a luxury under 
the heavy taxes of the British. 
An ounce of good tobacco costs | 
about 60 cents, almost double 
what the same tobacco would 
cost to buy in Canada, after an 
import duty has been paid. 

The attitude of many English- 
men towards the cost of tobacco 
was summed up in a comment 
one of them made to me: "I can't 
cut down, so I cut it out.' 1 

It is difficult to compare 
prices in other fields without 
giving a false impression, for 
subsidies have a very marked 
effect on them- Wc asked a 
shopkeeper the price of English 
cured bacon. He replied, 
"Shocking." But it was less 
than 50 cents a pound. Hardly 
shocking to Canadians who have 
paid considerably more than that 
for bacon.

That's always one of the big 
disappointments about rumor. 
When tracked down, the facts 
are not nearly so attractive. 

It's a point to remember, 
though, the next time you hear 
something extra-special about 
the doings next door. Just to 
be on the safe side, divide a 
rumor by two and then subtract 
one half from the other and 
you're as close to the truth as 
you can be.

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WORKING TOGETHER 
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The Township of Whitchurch planning board has 
shown again its keen awareness of the need for group 
action in its invitation to representatives of the 14 
northern municipalities to discuss common planning 
problems. Not long ago, the township board addressed 
public notices to its neighboring municipalities on the 
need for inter-municipal planning. Now the board has 
narrowed its objectives to a discussion of conservation, 
recreation, municipal planning and land use problems 
and proposes to discuss these matters at a meeting in 
Vandorf Hall next Friday. 

The advantages of such discussions are immedi- 
ately obvious- The 14 municipalities, Vaughan and 
Markham townships and north, are pretty much of a 
unit within the county. They are semi-rural commun- 
ities for the most part. Their populations are indivi- 
dually smaller than those to the south. Their problems 
are pretty much the same. All of them are expanding, 
the urban municipalities into the rural municipalities; 
the latter experiencing the development of new urban 
centres. There is a need here for collective planning 
if this growth is to be orderly and economical, and if 
measures are to bo taken now to provide for park space 
and proper proportions of industrial, residential and 
agricultural development. . . 

But such a meeting has a deeper significance. The 
amalgamation by Toronto of its immediate neighbors 
is yet to be settled. Should the city proceed, those same 
14 municipalities will be in their turn a county unit. 
It h to their advantage that they learn early to work 
together upon the solution of their common issues. 

And it is not a bad thing at all that the municipal- 
ities with so much in common, but so at odds with the 
rest of the county, have a chance to know each other 
better. Even though Toronto remain confined to its 
present borders, a certain amount of solidarity in the 
north would be an advantage in settling some of the 

county issues. 

These municipalities have already had some experi- 
ence in working together. Eleven of them administer 
a county health unit. Three other groups work together 
on conservation commissions. They share among them- 
selves several high school areas. And there is room 
for still other combinations working together on the 
solution of common problems. 

Meetings such as that proposed by Whitchurch 
were unthought of 20, even ten, years ago. They are 
necessary today. It is to Whitchurch's credit that they 
have taken the lead in this instance. 



STANDARD ASSESSMENT 
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Should the seaway development become the channel 
to the ocean that it is hoped it will, the general con- 
sensus is that York county will undergo a period of 
development unprecedented in its history. Out if that 
development were to l>cgm tomorrow, it would find the 
county in a sorry slate to cope with it. The basis upon 
which any development must rest is laud assessment, 
and there is not yet a uniform standard of assessment 
among the municipalities in the county. 

There are encouraging signs that such standardi- 
zation may come about, but there is a long way to travel 
yet. In the northern municipalities, there are indica- 
tions that a standard county assessment is being given 
a lively consideration, and in some instances, early 
establishment of the system is virtunlly assured. Hut 
the system can not be fully effective until all munici- 
palities adopt it. 

In the meantime, as the municipalities work in- 
creasingly closer together and begin to share costs for 
common projects, the differences in assessment are a 
source of friction. As encouraging as are such meet- 
ings like that proponed by the Whitchurch Township 
planning board, to discuss common planning problems, 
a fair sharing of costs can hardly Imj achieved while 
disparities in assessment exist. And one municipality 
cannot be exacted to help finance another's contribu- 
tion. 

It is Jft the interest of every municipality to review 
its assessment and maintain it up to standards com* 
parable with its neighbors. An up-to-date assessment 
is a municipality's major asset. A run-down assess- 
ment costs taxpayers money, reduces municipal budget*, 
limits municipal services. Municipalities, particularly 
■In York county, have undergone considerable develop- 
ment since the war. Thoy face the possibility of still 



further growth. They will be unable to keep apace 
that growth if they are not well grounded financially. 
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BURR UNDER THE BELLY-BAND 



It has been charged against contributor's to this 
page and, we fear, ourselves, that we are inclined to 
be too critical, that we are quick to pounce on what 
we believe to be the errors of the occasion, and slow 
to give credit when credit is so obviously due. And 
on behalf of those contributors and ourselves, we must 
plead guilty to the charge but always with reservations, 
that editorial privilege that sometimes permits us to 
sound off even when we are not too certain of our 
argument. 

The fact is, that we have always looked to an edi- 
torial page as a means of criticism, rather than a source 
of praise. With a little coaxing, one can always find 
a willing praise-giver, but the critic has a thankless 
task and he is accordingly in the minority. We contend 
that human nature being what it is, the critic, unspar- 
ing though he may be, is a very necessary part of 
society, particularly in this age of the glad-hand and 
the press agent. 

Mind you, there is the kind of critic whose "beg 
leave to disagree" is only an excuse for ranting and 
tub-thumping, and we will join you all in a dislike of 
that species. Heaven forbid we be ever guilty of such 
poor judgment. But pending a default, let's leave it 
for someone else to provide the carrot, and when that 
doesn't work, we'll be the burr under the belly-band. 



THE REAL ISSUE 



The hog producers took a sad knock when the price 
of hogs tumbled a few days ago, and the blow was 
hardly softened when it could be demonstrated that the 
break in the market was not caused by any of the normal 
effects of supply and d c m a n d, but by a method of 
marketing which allows manipulation. 

Under these circumstances, it is not surprising that 
the York County Hog Producers listened with general 
approval to Mr. Charles MacGhmis' proposals for a 
central hog marketing a ge ncy which, by imposing 
orderly marketing, would stabilize prices. 

Mr. MacGinnis is the president or the Ontario Hog 
Producers and is a speaker of some note. But his 
eloquence was not really needed; the facts he presented 
were enough to convince many of the producers that 
a hog marketing agency, controlled by the producers 
themselves, was the only answer to present methods 
which give the packers every advantage and deprive the 
fanner of a free market. 

We know of no alternative to the proposed hog 
marketing agency. Its method of operation is sim- 
plicity itself. All hufeii would be marketed through the 
agency. Price would be set on competitive bidding at 
the stock-yards. If there was a surplus of hogs, the 
agency would remove them from the market and attempt 
to dispose of them elsewhere, in Montreal perhaps, or 
across the border, It is, as Mr. MacGinnis pointed out, 
nothing more than a planned sales program, no different 
in its essence than that followed by manufacturing 
industry. 

However, as inviting as such a proposal seems, anil 
particularly at this moment, it seems to us that estab- 
lishment of a marketing agency poses a deeper question. 
Controlled marketing sooner or later requires controlled 
production. The sales program of industry would bo 
Impossible if industry was unable to control its pro- 
duction. If prices wore stabilized, hog production 
would increase despite the action of feed prices, setting 
of standards, incidence of disease, and similar factors. 
The time may come when there are more hogs than 
the market can stand or the marketing agency dispose 
of. Wlien that time comes, the agency must consider 
means of regulating hog production. The producer must 
then Ixi content to accept the direction of the agency. 

The agricultural producer has traditionally insisted 
upon determining his own production. The question, 
It seems to us, that hog producers must settlo is not 
that of a marketing agency, but whether they are pre- 
pared to accept the possibility of directed or controlled 
production. The issue is not immediate, to bo sure. But 
the establishment of a hog marketing agency makes the 
decision inevitable. The producer must ask himself 
whether the advantages of stable markets aro worth 
the disadvantages of possible controlled production. 
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More people should eat sea 
food. It would help out our na- 
tional economy. Most of us . 
don't realize what rare dishes 
we can get from the sea, like 
oysters, lobsters, scallops and 
seaweed, only they call it dulce 
or something. 

A- lot of people down in the 
Maritlmes, Newfoundland or . 
out in B.C., work hard to fish 
this stuff and the least we can 
do is to eat it once in a while,. 
These people who fish have to 
make a living. 

1 remember an old salt say- 
ing one time, "If it weren't for 
cod Hver oil and Scott's Emul- 
sion and Fridays, we wouldn't 
be livhVat all." So Canadians 
should take heed and eat more 
fish to bolster an important part 
of the national economy. 

And if you don't like fish 
food, learn to. I once didn't like 

dill pickles but all of a sudden 

I learned to like 'em when I 
tried them with raw onion and 
raw ground-up beefsteak sand- 
wiches. It*s all a matter of com- 
binations and permutations. • 

You sit down to a table with 
oysters in front of you. Grant- 
ed, they may look like some 
sort of bottled specimens on the 
shelves of a pathology labora- 
tory but as I said, it's all a mat- 
ter of what you get used to. 
Oysters come in the shell or out 
of the shell. You need a few 
tools to eat them in the shell, or 
half shell, such as a hammer 
and chisel. 

A pick and shovel is more 
in the line of required equip- 
ment when you have lobster in 
the shell but when you get into 
it, its good. Can't say the same 
about oysters.

We attended the York County 
Hog Producers' meeting the 
other day and listened while 
the president of the Ontario 
association presented the case 
for a marketing agency for 
hogs. It was an able and color- 
ful presentation of the situation 
and the underlying reasoning 
was familiar to us all. 

It was proven to the audi- 
ence that the fluctuations 
brought about by the present 
way of marketing hogs were 
due to the packers' ability to 
turn to their advantage a me- 
thod of marketing they have 
encouraged. He pointed out the 
injustice of the present way of 
setting prices and the disad- 
vantages resulting from mar- 
keting hogs by passing the 
stockyards where buyer and 
seller meet and where compe- 
titive bidding should take 
place. 

He went on* from there and 
outlined the advantage of the 
proposed agency. He pointed 
out that ir a marketing board 
was set up and all hogs were 
sold by this body, all the pro- 
cessors would have to bid on 
their total requirements. It 
was pointed out very rightfully 
that farmers w ere always 
ahead in their knowledge of 
producing and backward in 
their marketing ways. He sufi- 
gucvited that t h e producers 
should adopt, the technique 
used by the manufacturing in- 
dustries of having a sales policy 
and a marketing policy. We 
sut spellbound, listening to this 
able sjKjakcr, the kind of 
speaker too rare these days. He 
knows what he is driving at, 
and has the figures and the 
data to back up his contentions. 

Inevitably, the question came 
from the floor: Should svo pro- 
duce more hogs or should wo 
produce less. To our utter dis- 
may, the answer was we should 
breed one sow less and have 
about 5 percent fewer hogs to 

market. v 

We are utterly amazed at the 
shortsighted and downright 
narrow view that a policy of 
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scarcity should be adopted in 
order to maintain prices. We 
are wondering If the growers 
of any agricultural product 
realize the full implications of 
such thinking. 

First: because the ultimate 
profit depends on the most per 
unit, and not the selling price. 
If a farmer is equipped to grow 
n certain number of hogs, and 
cuts down to maintain prices, 
his* overhead will change very 
little. His investment in build- 
ings, land, etc., will still be the 
same. Ills taxes will stay the 
same. His labor cost will not 
change. In other words, his 
cost per unit marketed will go 
up. 

Secondly, this policy seems 
futile because in producing 
pork, we produce n commodity 
which can be substituted for by 
other meat, and growers of 
beef and of poultry products 
will be only too glad to increase 
their production to take up the 
slack left by too expensive 
pork. 

Thirdly, it is a foolish sug- 
gestion, became it is impossible 
and can never be enforced un- 
less the marketing agency is 
given authority to buy one 
man's hog and not his neigh- 
bors. 

Hut what about the long 
term outlook? Kvcry day this 
country has 1,000 new Cana- 
dians settling in it. Our own 
domestic market is increasing 
at a tremendous rate. As tho 
country's population increases, 
the food supply has to increase 
too. There is no danger that 
the market will be flooded. As 
the country's population in- 
creases, industry will give us 
cheaper products, because their 
cost per unit is decreasing. 

Being ablo to produce more 
for tho increased population 
will Increase our profits too. 
By taking advantages of the 
expanding economy of our day, 
we can increase our net re- 
turns by Increasing our produc- 
tion. Narrow-minded, scarcity 
thinking, will lose money. 
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Asks More Information 
About Old Monuments 



What Is believed to be one of 
the oldest monuments in this 
district is on the line between 
Jots 91 and 92 on the Robinson 
farm on the east side of Yonge 
St. It is an iron monument 
erected to the memory of Sarah 
Webster Hughes, who died Dec. 
24, 1815. The writer would be 
interested to hear ol any others 
of a similar nature or an earlier 

date. ' ^ 

This one consists of a flat 

piece of iron rounded at the top, 

on which there are faint traces 

of white paint, giving the name 

of the deceased. At the bottom 

of the iron slab are two prongs. 

These are now broken, but were 

meant to clasp an ordinary field 

stone which formed the base of 

the monument. Older residents 

recall that there was a picket 

fence around the grave many 

years ago. 
Sarah Webster Hughes was 

disowned by the Quakers in 1813. 
This is likely the reason for her 
burial on Ihe home farm rajher 
than in the Quaker burying 
ground. Samuel Hughes, her 
husband, wrote a memorial to 
his wife Saiah, which was print- 
ed by G. S. Porter of Newmar- 
ket. It read as follows: 

"Sarah Webster, daughter of 
Abram and Anna Webster, was 
born in Sussex County, New Jer- 
sey, the 4th of the 10th month, 
1786, and was removed by her 
parents when quite young into 
Upper Canada, where the family 
suffered very much in the time 
of the famine of 1789. She was 
religiously brought up in the 
order of Friends' Society, among 
whom she remained until after 
her marriage which was in the 
twenty-fourth year of her age. 

"Her lot being cast in a wild- 
erness country in her young 
days, she got but little school 
learning; and all the notes 
which have been preserved of 
her have been written by myself. 
mostly taken from her own 
mouth, and much more I might 
have written concerning her, but 
let it suffice to say that she was 
a young woman of a very tender 
spirit and much beloved when 
very young, but with the advance 
of life she became more wild 
and indulged the love of comp- 
any, and had a strong inclination 
for the habits of dress so com- 
mon with that time of life. 

'But in the twenty-first year 
of her age, she was visited with 
a severe fit of sickness and the 
disorder prevailed so that she 
was given up by all her friends; 
but in Che moments when they 
Hjpposod her to be struggling 
with death, the spirit of the Lord 
appeared to come upon her, her 
strength was renewed, and the 
springs of life seemed to break 
forth in her and she spoke with 
an audible voice amongst them; 
bearing testimony against sin, 
and pointing out the duties of 
life through obedience to the 
Cross of Christ. 

"She spoke of the states of 
many present, to the astonish- 
ment of all; and as one risen 
from the dead, even so was she. 
The pleasures of the world and 
all the love of habit with the 
pride of life in which she had 
taken delight, were all brought 
Into judgment and blotted [from 
her mind; after which she recov- 
ered from her sickness as a 
miracle to all who saw her. And 

when she got again upon her 
feet, she was meek and harmless 
as a child and lived in obedience 
to the covenants that she made 



with the Lord until she married, 
of which I might record many 
things remarkable of the work- 
ings of Divine wisdom on her 
mind, directing her in the choice. 
"She was the mother of three 
children, but raised none. In her 
person she was tall and comely; 
in manners courteous and invit- 
ing, mild in her countenance 
with expression of love in her 
eyes; in her habits plain and in- 
dustrious and kind; benevolent 
in society, and in her death 
triumphant, a person not easily 
forgotten by; those who knew 
her. Her body was interred 
(according to her own request) 
by the graves of her two last 
children on the height of ground 
on the east side of Yonge Street, 
near the line between lots nos. 
91 and 92, in the south side of 
the line, where 1 have reserved 

place to remain sacred to her 
memory for ever. 

Samuel Hughes 

"She died on the evening of 
the 24th of the 12th month, 1815. 
Having lived with her for four 
and a half years during most of 
which time she suffered much 
bodily pain and distress-" 

Samuel Hughes, born in Pen- 
nsylvania in 1785, came to Yonge 
St. with his father. Job Hughes, 
in 1805- When fiis father died 
In 1807, Samuel received the 
farm. He possessed considerable 
literary ability, and wrote a 
history of the settling of this dis- 
trict. Some of his work was 
printed, including a -series of 
lectures on Temperance which he 
delivered at Sharon in 1836.

The movement of scouting and 
guiding is a citizenship training 
program; it offers youngsters 
from eight years of; age to their 
late 'teens an opportunity for 

wholesome recreatiori/and friend- 
ships^. Outdoor activities, aiter- 

school hobbies and interests that 
will be of lasting value to each 
child are included in the pro- 
gram. 

"••' A. little girl when joining the 
brownies makes her promise, *To 
do my best to God and the 
Queen; to help other people 
every day, especially those at 
home* The Brownie Law which 
she learns and tries to follow is: 
"A Brownie gives in to the older 
folk. A Brownie does not give 
in to herself. The Cubs have 
a similar promise and law. The 
Brownie Motto is "Lend a Hand 1 '* 

Girls of II years of age upon 
joining a Girl Guide company 
take as their promise, "Oh my 
honor, I promise that I will do 
my best: To do my duty to God 
and the Queen. To help other 
people at all-times. To obey the 
Guide Law". The Guide Law 
combines ten rules which help a 
girl to keep her promise and fol- 
low the Guide Motto, 'NBc Pre- 
pared". 

The law states: "A guide's 
honor is to be trusted. A guide 
is loyal. A guide's duty is to be 
useful and to help others. A 
guide is a friend to all, and a sis? 
tcr to every other guide A guide 
is courteous. A guide is a friend 
to animals. A guide obeys ord- 
ers. A guide smiles and sings 
under all difficulties. A guide Is 
thrifty, A guide is pure in 
thought* in word and in deed" 

Scouts have a similar promise 
and law. • 

The aim of the scout-guide 
movement is to develop initia- 
tive, self-reliance and Intent ap- 
titude for Jeadership. It stresses 
obedience, cooperation and all 
those qualities required to play 
an active part in the service of 
the community. It is an Ideal 
means of establishing organized 
youth activities for boys and 
girls. 

When you add to the total of 
200 children in this movement, 
the membership of the Guide 
Local association, the Scout Men's 
committee and the Scout-Guide 
Mothers* auxiliary which includes 
mothers of all children in any 
of the groups, the number active- 



ly connected with this program 
in Newmarket is very great. 

The Guide Local association 
arid the Scout men's committee 
serve similar purposes In the 
girls* and boys* work. The local 
association is a body of represen- 
tative women from the commun- 
ity whose standing ensures the 
soundness of the movement in 
the estimation of parents and 
public; They do not necessarily 
have to be mothers of guides and 
brownies. The district commis- 
sioner is chairman of the local 
association. Duties of this group 
consist in taking all outside work 
and responsibility from the shoul- 
ders of the leaders so that they 
will be free to direct their com- 
panies and packs. 
: And, as ^et, we have not men- 
tioned the most Important link 
in this youth movement, the 
ileaders- Without their unselfish 
giving of their time and energies 
to weekly meetings; planning 
extra events; arranging tests and 
being available for reference 
and encouragement, there would 
be no scouting or guiding in New- 
market. 

For many months men and 
women carried on with our local 
boysf and girls* groups single- 
handed . . . one woman attempt- 
ing to lead 55 little girls at 
Brownies and a teen-aged boy 
with over 30 cubs. 

At present there are leaders 
for all groups* but new volun- 
teers are always welcome and 
needed. If there, were, more 
leaders, more youngsters could 
be brought into the groups. With 
the present number of leaders, 
they do well to instruct those 
already enrolled without recruit- 
ing new members, .'■/ 

It Is not necessary to have had 
training in guides or brownies. 
Such instruction can be given in 
Newmarket to. those interested 
in training to be leaders. Girls 
or boys must be 18 years of age 
before, they can be accepted as 
registered leaders. Of course, 
experience in any youth work 
will be assistance to .the -pros- 
pective leader. "/' 

It wotild be very encouraging 
if within the next few weeks we 
could hear from some of you 
that are interested In helping In 
some phase of scouting or guid- 
ing In Newmarket. As district 
Commissioner for Guides we 
should accept any applications 
for guides or volunteers in the 
girls' work and wotild pass along 
to the secretary of the men's 
committee, Rev. J. T. Rhodes, 
any names of hoys* leaders.

If they didn't, it's doubtful whether they could retain job 
and sanity. 

Hockey lost a referee of vast color and keen sense of 
humor when Frank King Clancy decided to hang up his 
whistle and return to coaching duties. 

But the fast-talking QIancy did not always get the hest 
of It in verbal exchanges. One night ne was being heckled 
by Babe Pratt, another lad who was very fast o?i the verbal 
trigger. Finally, in exasperation, Clancy snapped at Pratt: 
"I wish I was playing against you tonight." 

"Well, ain't you?" innocently responded Pratt. 

Clancy credited his mental balance in the. rcferecing field 
to the hard-boiled veteran Mickey Ion, who rcfereed for years 
in the major league; "In my first game as an NHL referee", 
said Clancy, "1 was working with Mickey. When we started 
for the ice, I was literally shaking, I was so nervous. Ion 
/noticed thlsV stopped, took me by the arm, and said: 'Don't 
worry, kid. Remember this: the second after the puck is 
dropped, 1 there will be only two sane people in the entire 
house,; you and IV* 

"I always kept that in mind," Clancy said later, "and 
1 often thought afterwards that Mickey wis right" 

The late Lou Marsh, a rugged citizen and hard-hitting 
sports writer, rcfereed hockey games with the same virility 
that characterized his writing. In a small Ontario town one 
night, a lady fan, seated close to the ice, was giving Marsh 
a terrific verbal- beating. Lou heard, paid no attention. But 
a play developed that forced a faceoff in front of the belli- 
gerent, lady. So she screamed at close range: "If you were 
my husband. Marsh, I'd give you poison." 

"If I was your husband", Marsh retorted politely, "I'd 
take it." 

Bald, rast-sknting George Gravel is one of the wittier 
referees of the present era. When a player feigned injury 
one night, and lay on the ice as if knocked completely out. 
Gravel said to him, quite pleasantly: "Please get up. The 
hockey players need the ice." 

President Clarence Campbell is a martinet in the matter 
of enforcing rigidly the rules of Ihe game, and stands four* 
square back of his referees, has visited sharp punishment on 
players who tanplcd with the officials on or off the lee. But 
when he was a referee, he took a lenient view of player 
belligerence. In the heat of a Stanley Cup match, Dit Clap- 
per, of Boston Bruins a notably clean and sporting player, 
annoyed at a penalty, tossed a punch at referee Campbell 
and landed a light, glancing blow of no damaging qualities. 
Most of those who saw the incident expected dire punish- 
ment to bo visited on the offender. But Campbell dldnt 
even report it. "Clapper Is a nice fellow, always a gentle- 
man, and just lost his head for a few secouds" he said.

Councillor Jim Murray sup- 
ported the suggestion and the 
matter v/as turned over to the 
publicity committee of council to 
seek the consent of the C.N.R. in 
installing such a sign and to give 
the matter full consideration.

Dr. Henderson, on behalf of 
the public school board, said that 
it v/as found that the $250,000 
debenture loan v/as insufficient 
to meet their needs, and he v/as 
present to request an additional 
$35,000.

A MAN AURORA NEEDS 

The town council is advertising for an assessor and 
the matter will be dealt with by the Finance committee, 
which will bring a recommendation before the whole of 
council for approval or otherwise. The chairman of 
the Finance committee is Reeve Cook and the other 
members are Councillors Corbett and King. 

For the future economic good of this town we 
sincerely trust that the 1952 council will stick by Mr. 
E. R. Good so that he can complete the work he so 
successfully began in 1951. By some unusual stroke 

of good fortune, Aurora obtained a first-class assessor 

when the council appointed Mr. Good, and it will be 
a matter for great regret if he is not retained. 

Mr. Good is an assessor of wide experience and of 
great competence. He understands all the complexities 
bound up in assessment work and he is the sort of man 
who does his job fearlessly ajul without favor. He has 
no axe to grind, and we have no axe to grind in recom- 
mending his continuance in office. Our hope that he 
will continue in office is based in the belief that his 
one object as an assessor is to give everybody a square; 

deal. " 

Again and again we have been told that assess- 
ments in Aurora were not equally distributed, and that 
fact became very apparent when the results of Mr. 
Good's work were made public. Failure in the past 
to equalize assessments was admitted by one of Mr. 
Good's critics; a critic who appealed against the asses- 
sor's ruling. The critic referred to was Mr, George 
Baldwin, who frankly admitted that the assessment on 
his own company had been too low. 

It was "very clearly demonstrated that this "too 
low" procedure was the rule rather than the exception; 
and that assessing U\ the past had been very indiffer- 
ently handled, with what looked like too much favorit- 
ism in practice. 

HUSH-HUSH POLICY 

When the assessor's rulings were made known a 
tremendous rumpus broke out among a small section. 
A number of the factories brought their powerful guns 
into action against Air. Good, and these were supported 
by the other paper, which released clouds of hot air, 
and some virulent criticism in denunciation of an asses- 
sor whose one object was to equalize assessments in a 
way that meant that those who had the largest financial 
stake in the town should quite properly bent the heavier 

bunion. 

Among those who attacked Mr. Good most bitterly 
was the Reeve of the town and he succeeded in persuad- 
ing the Court of Revision to reduce the assessments on 
his properties for an amount of nearly $13,000. There 
never has been any explanation offered to other prop- 
erty-owners in Aurora why Reeve Cook succeeded in 
getting such a large reduction in the assessments on 
his properties, nor has there been any information 
released on what reductions the other appelants enjoyed 
after the judge's bearings. 

This hush-hush policy does not make for public 
confidence. A judge was brought to town to preside 
at this final court of appeal, at a cost to the ratepayers 
of $80 for the sitting. The county .solicitor was em- 
ployed to represent the interests of the factories, and 
our understanding is that the county solicitor is paid 
by the municipalities, one of which is Aurora. 

We know of many instances in Aurora where Mr. 
Good substantially increased assessments and these 
were accepted without any squawking, and for the good 
reason that it was felt that such increases were fair 
and that the assessor knew his job. We hope the town 
council will stand by a good assessor now that it has 
got one. Special interests ought not to have any "pull" 
in the appointment of a town assessor. Mr. Good has 
proved his merits as an impartial assessor and he ought 
to be retained. 



REPORT ON THE METERS 
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The report on the meters Issued from the town 
clerk's office, to which we have drawn attention in our 
columns, "What They Are Saying," shows that a gross 
revenue of nearly $2,000 has been realized from the 
meters since their installation in October, 1951, to 
February 7V 1952. Of this sum it is stated that there 
is a net revenue of $1,217.51. ♦ 

Of the above intake no less than $51:5 was realized 
from parking violations and summonses, a very suhstnn* 
tial proportion, it will be agreed, of the total revenue. 
Uevenue can lw realized from any business, be it 
printing or meters, at too great an ultimate cost. If 
the same proportion of meter revenue from tickets and 
summonses wero realized for a full year, which would 
amount to more than $1,500, the psychological effects 
on the business life of Aurora would be very bad- 
It is the duty of the police to check up on stationary 
vehicles .to see if the parking regulations have l>ecn 
c)bsexvc(l^^t.ilftj demands of the "one-arm bandits" 
met. It is also true tlmt every ticket handed out for 
failure to meet the demands of'the meters is another 
black eye Jfor Aurora's good-neighbor friendliness. 

We are in a period of trial for the meters in 
Aurora and no harm can come from drawing attention 
to these facts. The time will come w It e n the town 
council will have to come to a -decision on whether or 
not the meters are to stay or bo removed. Council will 
not, we assume, be guided in their decision solely by 
the .(inancial side of the question, but whether in the 
overall picture meters are good or bad for the business 
and the amenities of the town.

The 
proposal is for a dam at Claire- 
yille, just south of No. 7 High- 
way, to cost $533,000; one at 
Ebenezer to cost $592,000 and 
one at Stanley Mills at an expen- 
diture of $454,000. Mr. Evans 
also pointed out that there had 
been some suggestion of an arti- 
ficial lake near the King sideroad 
just opposite Oak Ridges. 

It has been in this area that 
Whitchurch has had considerable* 
drainage troubles. While tfce 
township will not be materially! 
affected financially by the pro- 
posed $2,000,000 dam program, 
any darning of water immediately 
west of Oak Ridges would aggra- 
vate the Whitchurch situation. 

Whitchurch has made an ef- 
fort to alleviate the drainage 
prohlem in this area by ditching, 
cleaning up the Yonge St. culvert 
and doing some ditching on the 
King side. It was stated that it 
was now up to King Twp. to con- 
tinue the deepening of the water 
course to the 2nd concession, or 
at least some distance to stimu- 
late the flo w westward towards 
the Ilumber. Reeve Armstrong 
of King was said to have prom- 
ised that this ditch deepening 
would be done, but up to the 
present there had been no action. 
Councillor McCarron told coun- 
cil that the large Yonge St. .cul- 
vert should be lowered, but that 
the Highways Dept. had virtually 
refused to do so. While an order 
could be obtained from the Muni- 
cipal Board to force action, this 
procedure would take possibly 
six months. It was believed that 
to ditch all the way to the 2nd 
of King would cost approximate- 
ly $2,300. but that an expenditure 
of possibly $600 could alleviate 
the problem immensely.
